Report of School Board. 


Another year has passed and we realize that a report 
of the schools is expected. 

The treasurer’s report will show the condition of fi- 
-nances while the statistical table will show the number 
of pupils as well as the number of weeks of school during 
the year. 

The Center school-house has been painted on the out- 
side and the Gossville school-house on the interior. Very 
few repairs other than these have been necessary. 

While mistakes have no doubt been made, we have earn- 
estly endeavored to do the best possible thing at all 
times for the interest and advancement of all. We leave 
it with you to decide whether or not the schools have 
improved. Of course, owing to existing conditions, 
some schools do not make seemingly, the progress which 
others do. Naturally in a school where there are but 
few scholars it is very much more difficult to enthuse and 
interest than where the attendance is greater; but it 
seems to us, almost without exception, that teachers and 
scholars have worked in unison and have been interested 
to gain the desired end. 

‘* If the people generally knew how much better schools 
they might have than those that they do now have, and 
for no more cost, it is impossible to believe that they 
would not bestir themselves to effect reforms.” We sin- 
cerely hope that the town will make provision for a su- 
pervisory school district, the better to see that by expert 
supervision our schools can be graded and the studies and 
work uniformly carried on in all the schools ; which con- 
dition is next to impossible otherwise. 

No books have been changed this year, but large out- 
line maps have been placed in the schools. These black 
board cloth maps are very beneficial in the teaching of 
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geography and history. It is said that comparatively 
few people can correctly locate every state in the Union. 
If properly used nearly everything pertaining to the ge- 
ography, history, etc. of the United States can be im- 
pressed upon the children’s minds by use of the United — 
States maps of which we have three. We also have 
three each of the New Hampshire and Merrimack County 
maps which are very helpful. 

The money raised for the teaching of music has been 
used, we believe, to the advantage of the children. 

The number of children between the ages of 5 and 16 
years, as reported by the truant officer, September 28, 
1905, is as follows: boys, 76; girls, 51. 

We desire to thank those who have helped us by their 
kindness and evident desire to assist in the advancement 
of school work in general.
